TRIAL JUDGE REFUSES

Ballistic Examination Dis-| 
proves Belief Held by 


Defence 


WETASKIWIN, March 21.—Mr. 
Justice Ford refused an applica- 
tion of Abe W. Miller, defence 
counsel, to have the case of Ed- 
ward Conradson, on trial for the 
murder of Carl Anderson at Buck 
Creek, taken from the hands of 
the jury, Wednesday morning. 

Despite Mr. Miller's argument 
that the identity of the remains} 
found in Anderson's burned shack} 
had not been established by the 
crown and that an actual killing 
had not been proved, His Lordship 
ruled that these points could be 
established by circumstantial. evi- 
dence. 

Evidence regarding the Winches- 
ter special rim fire rifle, found in| 
the burned barn of William Mc- 
Dowell, Leedale suicide, in Febru- 
ary, which was thrown into the 
court on Tuesday afternoon and 
startled Prosecutor J. J. Frawley, 
K.C., into re-opening the crown’s 
case after it had been rested, wilt- 
ed before the testimony of Henry 
Brace, ballistic expert, that shells 
found near Anderson's shack had 
not been fired from that rifle. 

Constable Lapointe resumed the 
witness stand Wednesday morning 
and testified that at the McDowell 
farm he found a Winchester special 
tim fire rifle which had been fired 
and damaged by fire. Constable 
Keen said he received this rifle and 
delivered it to Mr. Brace three days 
after this trial started.

VICTORIA, March 21.—“We 
have our backs to the wall and 
we are going to fight,” Premier 
T. D. Pattullo in the British 
Columbia legislature declared yes- 
terday in defense of the special 
powers act under which the gov- 
ernment would take wide powers 
over economic affairs. 

An opposition effort to give the 
meazeure the six-months’ hoist was 
defeated, 32-13. 

“Our government has no inten- 
tion of piling up deficits without 
any constructive plan to improve 
conditions,” said the premier. He 
had appealed to Prime Minister 
R.B. Bennett to “start the whee's 
of progress going by using the 
national credit,” in a wire sent 
on March 4, but had no reply as 
yet. Now the province wanted 
power to take action by itself if 
necessary. 


Premier Pattullo recalled that at} 


the Ottawa conference he had sug- 
gested $200,000,000 be loaned to the 
provinces without interest, the 
provinces to provide sinking funds. 

“We owe,” said the premier, 
speaking of the Dominion, “$2,600,-

LONDON, March 21.—An author- 
itative British source said today 
Great Britain would welcome any 
preliminary American - Japanese 
naval conference which might re- 
sult from the exchange of goodwill 
notes between the governments at 
Washington and Tokyo. 

Official circles here say they be- 
lieve the danger of a naval arma- 
ments race lies primarily between 
the United States and Japan, with 
Great Britain involved indirectly.

“If unhappily there should arise 
in the future any controversy be- 
tween our two countries, the 
American government will be pre- 
pared, as I believe it always has 
been in the past, to examine the 
position of Japan in a spirit of

The St. Lawrence scheme was one of three 
major projects through which the Government 
of Canada might put the needed money supply 
in circulation, by making use ‘of the surplus 
labor for which there is no present demand in 
private employ.

during the lest three years. Nationally, pro- 
vineially, municipally and privately, the people 
of Canada are borrowing money to pay high 
interest. That is what it amounts to. The debt 
load is growing at accelerating speed. And Mr. 
Bennett says he can see no way to stop the 
process of quickening submergence. 

But in the same breath he warns the mem- 
bers of parliament they must not think of 
repudiation or default. We are to save our- 
selves, or our credit, by continuing to sink. He 
knows no other way. 

This is undoubtedly the most hopeless pro- 
nouncement ever made by a Canadian premier 
or minister of finance on the financial position 
and outlook of the country. With debts unpay- 
able, and not being paid, to say nothing can be 
done to make them payable is the counsel of 
despair. We are to keep on steering into bank- 
ruptcy in order to avoid default. 

This is only one way of admitting that after 
four years of “sound” money deflation and 
trade-prevention the finances of the country are 
out of hand and Mr. Bennett does not know how 
to regain control. ‘The nation, the provinces, 
the municipalities and private citizens are 
being sucked into the morass, and the Premier 
who was going to bend fortune to his will knows 
of no way to extricate them. 

When a government comes to the place 
where it has to admit it does not know how to 
deal effectively with a situation which threat- 
ens the insolvency alike of the state and its 
taxpayers, there are just two proper courses for 
it to pursue. It should resign or call a general 
election. The tragedy of the plight into which 
he says Canada has fallen is that Mr. Bennett 
will do neither the one nor the other. Like a 
King of France whose fate he might profitably 
recall, our Premier says he will hold power 
until time forces him to relinquish it—and, 
“After me the deluge.”

The Passing Shqw

The 23-year-old wife mentioned in this 


column a couple of weeks as as suing for di- 
vorce from her husband—a murderer serving 


| a life sentence—has succeeded in getting relief. 


At the hearing at Vancouver, evidence was 
given that the husband on the 
night before he was to be 
executed, and before news of 
the commutation of his sen- 
tence arrived, made a confes- 
sion of his sins and peccadil- 
loes, including the details of 
an “affair” with a younger 
girl. 

How very fortunate the 
wife was that the reprieve 

od didn’t arrive an hour or two 
J. S, Cowper efore the time the confes- 
sion came! If she hadn't got the confession 
she'd have been tied up for life to her mur- 
derer-husband. Under the laws of Moses on 
which our Canadian divorce laws are based, 
she'd have been doomed to celibacy or sin for 
the remainder of her life. 

One of the most pathetic figures I know of 
is a once beautiful and talented girl who by 
mischance married an ex-convict with a lengthy 
record as a professional forger. He's never 
been out of the pen for long and is virtually 
a “lifer.” But she can’t get a divorce for that. 
He doesn't support her or their three children; 
but she can’t get a divorce for that. In one of 
his periodic beatings he broke both her ear- 
drums so that she became totally deaf and was 
obliged to give up her career as a concert pian- 
ist. She now works as a scrub-woman in a 
Vancouver beer-parlor. But she can’t get a 
divorce for that. The forger-convict-wife- 
beater husband has religious scruples against 
divorce. é 

In the enlightened country of Norway they 
have a divorce law which states: “Divorce is a 
release from misfortune, and not a crime.” 


Some of the Doukhobor women have started 
on the rampage again, It isn't an unusual thing 
for women to go on the rampage, but the 
Doukhobor women have the embarrassing 
habit of peeling off their clothes. Five of them 
were sighted in the raw. from a C.P.R. train 
near Nelson, B.C., last week. Some of the trio 
are said to have been among the 600 members 
of the sect who were given three-year terms on 
an island penitentiary off the B.C. coast, and 
who were released after about half the sen- 
tence had been served. 

There's a new government in power in B.C. 
now, and if it has any sense it will surely profit 
by the experience of its predecessor in dealing 
with these curious religionists. It would be a 
funny thing if a province that allows Mae West 
to wiggle her backside on the screen and invite 
folks to “come up and see me sometime,” or 
that allows fan dancers to cavort on the stage, 
should sentence these five Doukhobor women 
to the penitentiary. A chap in the Mounted 
Police showed me a photograph of a number of 
Doukhobor women on parade, The spectacle 
has a most chastening effect upon one’s ardour. 
The Anti-Vice Society ought to hire a squad of 
these hefty dames to parade through the cities 
in the interest of morality, by de-bunking the 
allurement of the female form. 

Planting a few nests of hornets or mosqui- 
toes near the colony will accomplish more than 
a squad of police, if the authorities want these 
people to keep their clothes on. 


The current report of the Dominion govern- 
ment on its penal institutions has mention of 
the difficulties of handling the Doukhobors at 
Piers Island. Col. H. W. Cooper, the warden 
in charge, says of them: 

“These convicts have been extremely dif- 
ficult to manage. They will not acknowledge 
any other authority but God, and without 
compulsion will do no work in the peniten- 
tiary. On numerous occasions they have re- 
fused to work, and numbers of them have 
attempted to disrobe. 

“The utmost tact has been required on 
the part of the deputy warden and staff. These 
convicts profess to be pacifists, and while not 
actually striking an officer, will crowd around 
him, pressing so closely that he cannot move. 
They do not consider it an act of aggression 
to trip an officer or poke him with their el- 
bows when they are crowded about him. They 
are all vegetarians.” 

Perhaps the vegetarian of the species is 
more deadly than the meat-eater. I've been 
reading a work by an eminent member of the 
Royal College of Surgeons on the diseases that 
affected many eminent historical personages, 
and the effects on the lives of the subjects and 
others. He discusses Byron, Columbus, Henry 
VII (both of the latter suffered from the “new 
disease” that Columbus’ men brought from Am- 
erica), Judge Jeffreys, the Borgias, etc. Then 
he discusses a little frail man who suffered 
from neuritis, partial blindness, the loss of an 
arm, concussion, dyspepsia and fits of deep de- 
pression, His doctor tells how he “abstained 
for a space of nearty two years from animal 
food, He lived mostly on vegetables, milk and 
water. He was always a very moderate eater 
and drank very little wine. He was generally 
in bed before nine o'clock.’ Do you recognize 
it as a picture of Lord Nelson? 


A common delusion that “drink fills our 
jails” is also dispelled by a perusal of the re- 
port on the Canadian penal institutions, Of the 
4587 convicts in the penitentiaries at the time 
of the report, only 361 are described as “intem- 
perate” in their use of liquor. The majority, 
2544, are described as “temperate.” No fewer 
than 1682 are “total abstainers.” All of the 570 
Doukhobors then at Piers Island are included 
in the list of total abstainers. 

A total of 2052, or nearly half of all those 
in penal servitude in Canada, are between the 
ages of 20 and 30. There is thought for the so- 
ciologist and economist in that circumstance. 

Marriage (or is it being in a circumstance 
to assume marriage?) appears to be a deterrent 
to crime. Of the 4587 convicts, only 177 are 
married and only 26 are divorced. 

Their reading for one day at Kingston Peni- 
tentiary included 29 volumes of the Encyclo-

Treatment of 


Infantile Paralysis 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


In those cases where deformity follows the 
acute attack of infantile paralysis, there is still 
much hope for recovery. Even though the 
weakened muscles become twisted and fail to 
support the affected part, producing toe-drop, 
shoulder sag, etc., much can 
still be done. 

During the acute stage, 
the patient needs rest in bed 
and should be placed on an 
orange juice or tomato juice 
fast. Two enemas must be 
given each day, and the pa- 
tion is to drink an abundance 
of water. Very often cold 
packs will prove welcome, 
which are given by wringing 
towels out of cold water and 
The limbs must

laying them along the spine. 
be protected against cold. 

No massage or active exercise such as walk- 
ing is to be permitted at first as it will retard 
the cure. The patient must be handled with 
great gentleness and it may be helpful to sup- 
port the affected parts in bed with pillows or 
sand bags which keep the limb as nearly as 
possible in a normal position. 

The safest rule is to put off all treatment 
for overcoming the paralysis for at least three 
weeks or longer. When the legs are involved, 
it is important that the patient should not try 
to bear his own weight on them. 

When the time comes to start the re-train- 
ing the muscles, the treatment must be directed 
by a doctor or a nurse. It is possible for some 
patients to secure special treatments as given 
at Warm Springs, Georgia, where the muscles 
are slowly re-educated while the patient is in 
a pool of warm water. The advantage of the 
warm water treatment is that the patient will 
be buoyed up by the water and will therefore 
weigh less. Very often he can carry out move- 
ments more easily under water than when he 
is out of it. For example, a man weighing 130 
pounds will weigh only about six pounds under 
water. 

However, such pools are not available every- 
where, and in many cases the recovery of the 
child will depend upon the parent's learning 
how to give the child the exercises which con- 
sist of slow controlled movements. 

Before the exercises are taken, heat may be 
applied and massage or passive exercise may be 
given. At first it may be that the patient cannot 
move the muscles himself, and the nurse or 
parent musi do it for him at the same time that 
he uses a strong effort of willpower to carry 
out the exercise for himself. 

The muscles are slowly strengthened not 
only by exercise but by other helpful measures 
such as massage, electrical treatment, exposure 
to sunshine, etc. 

In many cases, the patient has been able to 
made a wonderful recovery although there is 
no disease in which greater patience is needed. 
Not only is a great deal of patience required 
in order that the treatment will be kept up for 
a long enough time, but it is also necessary to 
exercise considerable patience in going ahead 
very slowly to avoid overdoing. 

If the child is being cared for at home, the 
exercises must be done with the bed clothing 
removed, and the parent or nurse must be pres- 
ent during the exercise period to stimulate en- 
thusiasm and to speak the words of encourage- 
ment which will cheer the patient as he strug- 
gles along the road to recovery. Although the 
cure is very slow, nevertheless much success 
can be obtained, and many remarkable results 
have followed even in those cases where treat- 
ment has been neglected for several years.

QUESTION: From F. T. of Allentown, Pa.: 
“Could you tell me what is the cause of the 
queer taste I have in my mouth? Sometimes it 
is a sour acid taste.” 

ANSWER: A disagreeable taste in the mouth 
such as you mention might be due to several 
things; such as, stomach trouble, badly fitting 
dental plates, and is sometimes due to diseased 
tonsils or a gum disorder. I suggest that you 
try fasting and dieting and if you will write to 
me in care of this newspaper, I will be pleased 
to send you some instructions which I believe 
will be helpful. I also advise that you ask for 
the article on neuritis since you state that this 
disorder is troubling you in the shoulder.

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date, in 1802 Richard 
Pollard of Sandwich was conse- 
crated as a deacon of the church 
of England by the Bishop of Que- 
bec. He had fought in the revolu- 
tionary war and had settled at 
Sandwich in 1787, prior to the 
establishment by Lord Dorchester 
of the District of Hesse, which 
Simcoe was to change to the 
Western District. His choice for 
the priesthood was due to the in- 
ability of Bishop Mountain to 
secure missionaries from England, 
as the result of which he deter- 
mined to secure men of maturity 
who had experience in other 
walks of life, provided, of course, 
that they were of good character. 
There was no doubt as to Pol- 
lard's experience, He had in his 
own words, “had the honor to 
serve the office of sheriff, return- 
ing officer and postmaster with- 
out salary since ‘92.” 

Immediately after his ordina- 
tion as deacon he left Quebec for 
home and must have found his 
new situation somewhat embar- 
rassing at times, for, like most 
soldiers, he “had language.” Rev. 
Dr. Stuart, the rector of Kingston, 
upon whom he called on his way 
west, wrote to his son, James, the 
future chief justice of Lower

SASKATCHEWAN WHEAT 
SITUATION 

From a bulletin issued by Dr, 
Win. Allen and Prof. E. C. Hope, 
of the Farm Management Branch, 
University of Saskatchewan, Sas- 
katoon: 

“The difficulties of the Sask- 
atchewan wheat rowers have 
never been greater than now. In 
1933, Saskatchewan produced 125 
million bushels of wheat from 
14.7 million acres--an average 
yield of 8.5 bushels per acre. This 
was the smallest crop reported 
since 1920, and equals the lowest 
yield per acre on record, that of 
the failure of 1919. On the prairie 
plains, from 8.9 million acres of 
wheat, 60 per cent of the total 
wheat acreage of the province, 
only 37 million bushels were har- 
vested, averaging 4.1 bushels per 
acre, whereas in the park belt, 
from 5.8 million acres, 88 million 
bushels were obtained, averaging 
15.2 bushels per acre, The crops,

Parliament at Ottawa, and the several Provincial Legislatures 
now in session, resolutely shut their eyes to the fact that a na- 
tion-wide revolution is in progress: a slow but definite progress. 


Political leaders keep on using a pre-war brand of thought; 
discussing banking systems, and methods of merchandising, and 
possibilities of refunding the public debt. 


None of these matters are of any substantial interest to the 
public of today. Parents are asking what on earth they are to do 
about employment for children approaching adult age; and are 
also asking when governmental action will restore earning power 
so that parents may earn enough money to feed, clothe and edu- 
cate the younger children. 


The million or so of unemployed want to know when work 
is to be made available. The millions chafing under reduced 
earning power are wondering when wages and salaries will be 
restored to normal. 


All this sounds very commonplace; but when mixed thor- 
oughly together into a national state of mind it is the dynamite 
which explodes into political and institutional overthrow. 


The dynamite mixture has been very effectually shaken up 
in Canada, and it would take a very efficient prophet to tell just 
how soon the blow-up will come; but it is certainly on the way. 


Parliament has been in session at Ottawa for weeks, and after 
much thought and discussion has finally decided that the Govern- 
ment may make recommendations to His Majesty the King asking 
grants of titles of nobility to Canadians. This is interesting as 
indicating that in the opinion of Parliament the common people 
can and will continue to struggle along on inadequate earning 
power, but that the aspirants for title distinctions must be at- 
tended to immediately.

Your Children 


——_——~-...—By OLIVE ROBERT'S BARTON. 


How to exercise the child's 
“courage” muscles is decribed by 
Olive Roberts Barton in another 
of her articles on Child Training. 

After six fantasy gives way large- 
ly to realism. This may happen, 
does happen, earlier, but we take 
six because it is a good average 
and we set the milestone there. And 
too there are some children of in- 
tense imagination 
who will continue 
to indulge fancy 
In fact some people 
never lose it at all. 
I am not speak- 


each of us there is 
a healthy and ben- 
ficial imagination 
that carries us all 
through life, This ‘ by 
imagination is re- " 
sponsible for the Olive Barton 
world’s best work, its greatest hap- 
piness and hope. 

But imagination can be very de- 


structive too, Jimmy needs our 
help. 
Now under this “destructive” 


imagination I am going to class 
almost any of the psychological 
processes we choose. It is an in- 
stinct so closely related to “self” 
that it controls human destiny al- 
most entirely. It is wrong to think 
that fear can be entirely eliminated 
from the mind, or that it is caused 
only by bogy stories, unfortunate 
experiences and so on. That such 
things do cause abnormalities and 
set certain dreads we most certainly 
know and anything that contributes 
unnecessarily or cruelly to the fear 
instinct is to be avoided as much 
as possible in the young child, 


THE COWARDLY CHILD 

But we must face fear as a fact. 
Self-preservation is the first law 
of nature, It is necessary to recog- 
nize that in a few people it seems 
to be absent altogether and in some 
it is almost negative, but from there 
we have varying degrees upward, 
or downward, until we reach the 
coward whom unfortunately we de- 


spise. 
The most miserable child on} 
earth is the ‘coward,’ poor little 


Doris Booth was the winner of the 


soul, who tries to be brave. Some- 
times to conceal his humiliation he 
turns bully, but mostly he nurses 
his dark secret, thinking he is) 
worthless and weak. Being highly 
imaginative, he naturally gives in 
to his inferiority emotion and this 
only makes it worse. H 

One of the cruelest and meanest 
things we can do to a child is to 
brand him a coward, sneer at his 
shrinking, and try to force him to 
bravery he can never feel. Physi- 
cal courage has been a false god for | 
too long—that is, physical courage 
from our point of view. 

I am not urging any parent to) 
wrap his child up in wool or build | 
him a brick house to keep out the 
bad wolf. As a matter of fact, I 
felt much more akin to the two} 
little pigs that ran for their lives 
and hid under the bed than I did, 
for their shrewd and extrovert 
brother. | 

Of course I think it wise to instill 
in Jimmy as much real courage as 
possible, both physically and mor- | 
ally. But instead of setting a high 
standard and then insisting that he 
touch it, the better way is to slow- 
ly and gradually exercise his “cour- 
age” muscles, and not expect the 
impossible at once, No substitution 
for real courage is good enough, 
and it he is not handled carefully 
he will substitute some pretty bad 
ones. He will try to create an im- 
pression of bravery that is not in| 
him at all, and in so doing use|} 
pretty cheap means. 


TAKING HARD KNOCKS 

A child can and will learn to take 
tough knocks first through those 
he trusts I do not mean beatings 
or punishment. It might be illus- 
trated by the simple pillow fight 
with his dad. He'll fall off the bed 
and crack his head and call it fun. 
Don’t cry over him. Be “nonchal- 
ant” and light a pipe, if you smoke 
one, M. Smith. But don’t laugh 
and don't sneer if he cries. 

Jump a creek and say: “Do you 
want to try it?” Perhaps you might 
fall in yourself, for a reason (it's 
almost worth a suit of clothes), and 
then say: “I'll bet you're smarter 
than I am." There are a hundred 
ways to lead a child to physical 
courage—-away from imaginative 
fear to realism, It depends on your

A letter from the board of health 
stated that health officials felt that 
they had done their part to carry | 
out the wishes of the citizens by| 
asking for amendment to the Health 
Act and City Charter. | 

If the school boards felt that 
amendment to the School Act was 
still necessary to effect a satisfac- 
tory arrangement in the proposed | 
health merger, the letter said, the 
health board felt that initiative to} 
secure this amendment should be 
taken by the combined separate and 
public school boards while the house 
is in session. 


NOT COMPELLED 

A letter from Hon. Perren Baker, | 
minister of education, was enclosed | 
with the health board’s communica- | 
tion. The minister stated that he 
did not feel any amendment was | 
necessary as the School Act, Mr. 
Baker said, allowed the _ school | 
board to supply health services but | 
did not compel them to do so. 

“The board may, if it sees fit, dis- 
continue the service,” the minister 
said. “No amendment to the School 
Act is necessary for this.” 

“If we relinquish the services we 
can't make an agreement with the 
health board to carry them on,” 
said S. A. G, Barnes, chairman of | 
‘the trustees’ body, “because we will 
We 
will hafe nothing to make an agree- 
ment with.” 

“Yes, we can drop them but we} 
can’t arrange with any other body 
to carry them on,” F, C. Casselman, 
trustee, commented.

SURVEY, STUDY 
EMPHASIZED 


Members Of Legislature

System Will Expound 


Theory 


Major C. H. Douglas, inventor : 
the “Social Credit’ theory, is to be 
invited to appear before a com- 
mittee of the legislature next week 
and expound his theory before the 
Alberta Iggislators. 

A resolution instructing Chair- 
man Claypool to take steps to in- 
vite the famous Scottish engineer- 
economist, was adopted unamously | 
by the committee on the motion ; 


Messrs. Farquharson and Cameron. 

All of the session this morning 
was occupied by the re-hearing of 
Principal W. Aberhart, B.A., of Cal- 
gary. Mr. Aberhart has for some 
years been prominent in the ad- 
vocacy of the Douglas Plan, though 
it was disclosed before the com- 
mittee that some difference of 
opinion exists between Mr. Aber- 
hart and some of the officers of 
the Social Credit league as to his 
orthodoxy. 


VIEWS REVIEWED 

Mr. Aberhart reviewed some of 
the views on social credit given by 
other witnesses and answered criti- 
cisms levelled against his own ideas | 
on the subject. 

Messrs. Boyd and Collins, who 
had tendered the “orthodox” view 
of the Douglas system, and Prof. 
Elliott, who had criticized it, were 
given the privilege of questioning 
the witness in his final presenta- 
tion. , 
“It is quite clear from the Do- 
minion statistics that income is 
$400,000,000 less than production, 
despite anything that Prof. Elliott 
says,” he stated. 

He city figures of previous years 
to show that income is always and 
“necessarily” less than produgetion. 


400,000 ELIGIBLE 


Those eligible for basic dividends 
in Alberta would number about 
400,000, comprising those 21 years 
old or over, excluding aliens, said

CONCEDED PUTTS ARE 
DANGEROUS 


There is a lot to be said for the 
duffer in golf. To a large extent, 
though golf courses may be laid out 
to the specifications of the low-| 
handicap player, it is the duffer 
who supports them, for he is in the 
great majority. He is the loyal vic- | 
tim in club sweepstakes and other | 
events, who cheerfully enters week- 
end after week-end without hope of 
gain or reward. Eventually, per- 
|haps, he is very much “on his 
game” one day and cashes in to the 
extent of winning a few golf balls 
—and then comes the inevitable 
slash in his handicap. 


However there are many golfers | & 


who have graduated from the duf- 
fer class who just as loyally sup- | 
port these club é@vents, and they 
sometimes feel they are entitled to 
nurse a grievance. It is directed 
against the players, who, whether 
duffers or not so far as their scores 
are concerned, are still in the duf- 


fer class so far as rules go. The 
worst offender, probably, is the 
player to whom conceding putts 
has become habitual. Under the 


Rules of Golf a golf ball is never 
holed out until it is in the cup 
Thousands of golfers who would 
not thinkingly take an unfair ad- 
of their fellow-players 
blithely concede themselves putts 
which might or might not be sunk 
|if played out. Nowhere {s the pro- 
verb concerning the slip betwixt 
the cup and lip more applicable 
| than on the putting green of a golf 
|course, A little over- -confidence or 
over-eagerness may turn a perfect- 
ly safe ba into a disgusting five. 
And what a difference that makes 
in a medal score which is to be en- | 
say, in a club sweepstake. 
Conceding putts may be a mark 
of generosity when it is indulged 
in during a friendly round. But it | 
is a pernicious habit to develop and 
jit is a habit which becomes most | 
|unfair to one’s fellow-players when 


it crops out in sweepstakes or other! mas, 


competitions, as it does in some in- 
stances where two or four players 
tee off together week after week 
and, at the end of their rounds, 
turn in their cards with clear con- 
sciences. It is unfair to the player 
who strives to follow the Rules of | 
Golf, to accept whatever penalties 
he may incur and at the end of his 
round to turn im a card which 
represents actually what happened | 
in his play. 

Those who have studied the 
Rules of Golf have yet to find a 
rule which permits the conceding 
of putts. The game of golf consists 
in a ball being played from the 
teeing ground into a hole (not to 
within one or two or 
six feet of a hole), There is a 
rule Which might cover such a} 
sstuation but it is rather drastic. 
It is the rule which prohibits play- 
ers in competition from agreeing to 
exclude the operation of any rule 
or local rule or waiving any penalty 
which may be incurred. The pen- 
alty is disqualification of both 
players. 

In Match Play rule 32 (3) does! 
permit as follows: When the player | 
has holed out and the opponent's 
ball has come to rest, the player 
may knock away the opponent's 
ball, conceding the half if holing 
at the odd and claiming the hole if 
holing at the like. This is an| 
amendment in effect this year, ap- | 
plicable when the ball lies on the | 
lip of the hole but note that it ap-| 
plies only when the player has 
holed out and the fate of that hole | 
is decided
